would make it impossible for I.C.K. to continue, they decided also to propose a 
cancellation of the Contract of Helsinki. These proposals were duly made at the 
K.R. Meeting on August 4th, and were accepted by the following figures :— 

For the complete proposal, 5,401. 

For more detailed discussion, 1,342, 

Abstentions, 816. 

A committee of seven was then elected to draft statutes based on the principles 
laid down. These principles were given in The B.E. for last September. No 
objections were raised to them by any Group or Member of the B.E.A. When it was 
decided to form this committee, I proposed that U.E.A. be given two seats on the 
committee, but unfortunately that body refused to accept them. 

The committee met during the three days following the congress, and the question 
of the position of U.E.A. was one of the first things with which it had to deal. 
It was obviously desirable to include the U.E.A. if at all possible. All the members 
of the committee, however, agreed that they could not use the name U.E.A. for 
the new organisation, because if the present U.E.A. decided not to accept the 
proposals it would say—and rightly-—that the new body was taking its name without 
its consent. It should be borne in mind that all members of the committee were 
U.E.A. Cef-delegitoj, Delegitoj, or members. The title U.F.E., to which some of our 
U.E.A. friends in England have taken exception, was proposed by Mr. Schoofs, 
chief U.E.A. Delegate for Belgium. Finally, the provisional statutes were drafted. 

The committee all along hoped that it would be possible to bring in U.E.A., and 
immediately after my return to England 1 visited Sheffield in order to see Mr. 
Merchant and to ascertain whether he would agree to the following suggestions 
made to this end : (1) That the title of the new organisation be U.E.A. ; (2) That 
the U.E.A. office be the office of the new organisation : and (3) That we should 
endeavour to secure the election of the President of U.E.A. as the first President 
of the new organisation. It was necessary to obtain Mr. Merchant’s consent, 
because this last item would mean his resignation in favour of Mr. Stettler. Mr. 
Merchant agreed to this, and in September I asked Mr. Blaise to put these suggestions 
to U.E.A., in order to see whether they would agree. It had previously been decided 
that the proposals should be made in this way, so that the U.E.A. would not be 
able to feel that the committee was attempting to use its name without its consent. 
These proposals were duly sent forward by Mr. Blaise to U.E.A., but so far as I 
know no acknowledgment of them was ever received. This information ought to 
do away with any false impression that the formation of the new organisation was 
an attempt to kill U.E.A. On the contrary, our hope all along has been, and still is, 
that U.E.A. would take its position as the centre of the organisation. 

No reply having been received from U.E.A., the provisional statutes were duly 
circulated, and were accepted by the B.E.A. Council at its meeting on October 22nd 
last. Prior to the meeting the complete statutes had been sent out to all Councillors 
and Delegate Councillors, and again no protest whatsoever was received. Consequently, 
as from January 1st, the B.E.A. has been a member of U.F.E. Other societies 
which have already joined U.F.E. are Denmark, France, Spain, Italy, Sweden, 
Catalonia, Saar, Brazil, Japan, and Lithuania ; that is, eleven societies in all. 
Other national societies have deferred the decision until their annual meetings, and 
it is believed that several more will join shortly. So far, no national society has 
definitely refused to come in. 

It should be pointed out that the B.E.A. has all along worked for peace, and has 
done its best to promote a fusion of U.E.A. and U.F.E. Accordingly, when Mr. 
Jakob was here in January, I asked him to come to the office and discuss the matter 
with Mr. Robertson, Mr. Butler, and myself. He did so, and as a result the plan 
outlined in the February B.E. was agreed upon as a suitable basis for discussion. 
It was quite understood that these were only proposals, but Mr. Jakob said that he 
would bring them before his Committee with his personal approval, and would let 
us have a reply in a fortnight. His subsequent complete repudiation of them was an 
absolute bombshell, and nullified this effort to secure a peaceful and friendly 
arrangement. 

According to the January issue of Esperanto, U.E.A. had decided not to join 
U.F.E. Its own proposal did not appear till the end of February in the followirg 
issue. It may be summed up as follows : that National and other societies should 
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join U.E.A. as affiliated bodies on payment of 10/- per annum, and nominate a 
member kiel administra reprezentanto te U.E.A. (whatever this may mean), and also 
a councillor, who would have a seat in the Grand Council which would meet at the 
annual congresses. This U.E.A. proposal does not in any way touch upon the real 
points at issue, i.e., the competition between U.E.A. and the National Societies, 
and the possibility of one subscription to cover membership of both national and 
international bodies. 

Any proposal to be acceptable to Land and other Societies, and we believe, to the 
general body of Esperantists, must include the following four points : (1) That the 
governing body should include representatives of all societies coming into the 
scheme ; (2) That members of societies accepting the scheme should become members 
of the international organisation without further payment ; (3) That if individual 
members of the international organisation are permitted, the subscription they pay 
should not be less than the subscription paid by members through the National 
Society—this to prevent undesirable competition ; (4) That the delegates should be 
subject to the approval of the National Society in the area in which they live. 

The U.E.A. proposal deals only with the first of these points. If U.E.A. refuses 
to accept the other three points, this cuts away the possibility of agreement. The 
B.E.A. is a member of U.F.E., and this body is now actually functioning. Of 
course, many amendments in the draft statutes are necessary, and these will be 
made, but even now U.F.E. is a body which enables land and other societies to 
give to their members the same rights and privileges as are given by U.E.A. to its 
members. 

Finally, it should be pointed out that while the B.E.A. itself cannot now do 
anything further, as the matter is now one between U.F.E. and U.E.A., it is asking 
U.F.E. to call a meeting of all societies interested, to be held in Geneva in May. 
At this meeting amendments to the provisional statutes will be discussed, and an 
agreed scheme prepared for submission to the congress in Cologne. If U.E.A. 
consents to participate in this there is no reason why a harmonious settlement should 
not be reached. We hope that this may be so, and the present troubles be speedily 
forgotten in united work for the common goal.
